THE RUSSO-JEWISH PROSPECT. . 

THOSE who search the interview with the Duma Delegate, Professor 
MiLUKQV (which appears in another column), for any signs of immediate 
and revolutionary changes in Russo-Jewish conditions, are likely to be dis- 
appointed. The eminent Russian Statesman admits several discouraging 
facts. The recent concessions to Jews are not being carried out, and there 
seems no prospect of their. receiving early legislative sanction; complete 
emancipation of Russian Jewry is not even practical politics to-day ; incite. 
ments against Jews still continue. But on the other hand he_ points to 
certain definite factors of transcendent importance which must make 
ultimately for good; and the chief of these is the still favourable attitude of 
the democratic bloc, which comprises a majority of the Duma. Events 
_ that have occurred in that assembly within recent months seemed to 
observers at a distance to indicate some weakening of sympathies. But 
Prof. MILUKOV insists that this view is mistaken, and he rightly attaches 
much importance to the disposition of the popular chamber. The truth is 


that,inthelongrun, Jewish liberation will most surely advance with the Russian | 
national cause as a whole; and that cause, though it may go now forward | 


and now backward, does, as Prof. MILUKOV points out, on the whole progress. 
For that reason the Russian Deputy bids the Jewish people hope. That does 
not mean that Jews abroad should ignore their coreligionists and trust only to 
the forward swing of Russian sentiment. Butit does encourage us with the 
aspiration of an objective that grows steadily if slowly nearer. Nobody at this 
hour of day can suppose that a war fought for the liberation of Europe can 
end otherwise than in the freeing of the Jews, and the broadening of the 


bounds of liberty within the Russian Empire. And it is permissible to hope | |

that with the growing intimacy of the allied nations will come an ever 
closer approximation in the Tsar’s dominions to the ideals which have 
governed such countries as Great Britain, France, and Italy for many 
generations in the treatment of their subjects. 


ELECTION SUNDAY. | 
EVEN the friendliest critic will not find the reports. of the Synagogal 


meetings last Sunday stimulating reading. They give the impression of a |}: 


number of no doubt sincere and ‘earnest workers, and of congregants fully 
and rightly alive to their services. 
synagogal finances, and occasionally an interesting chronological event rises 
to the surface from the mass of detail, as, for instance, the coming jubilee 
of the Borough Synagogue, or the twenty-fifth year of service of the Rev. 
HARRIS PRICE, with the appreciation rendered to whom by his congregants 
many beyond the walls of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue will desire cordially 
to associate themselves. But beyond that there is an air of routine and 
sometimes mere perfunctoriness. The attendances in most cases were but 
a fraction of the total membership, and the complaints as to scanty syna- 
gogue attendance possessed a significance which cannot be concealed. 
Ploughing our way through the records of the various gatherings, we find 
scarcely a new thought, or even a solitary suggestion that the meetings 
realised that they were in the presence of a new time demanding new 
- methods and a fresh spirit. It is all humdrum repetition of an old, old 
practice—as though inspiration and initiative had fled the synagogue walls 
and left the community to progressive decay. Still more painful was the 
show made by the Board of Deputies elections. Nobody.entering the 
Synagogues would have supposed that the day for choosing representatives 
in the “ Jewish Parliament ’—the day which comes only once in three years 
and which found us-on Sunday-in the midst of an unprecedented set of 
circumstances—-was with us. In only a few of the synagogues do these 
elections seem to have been mentioned. In one or two cases the’ Deputies 
gave accounts of their stewardship, which seem to have been, in the main, 
a complacent review of the Board’s work. In one or two instances a debate 
was initiated on the situation now confronting the Jewish race. Butin no 
sense can the congregations, as a whole, be said to have seized the occasion

WitH nothing of lip service to conventionality can it be said that the 
death of this gifted writer is a real loss to the Jewish race. The story goes 
that when the late’ MARK Twain ” was introduced to him he remarked, as 
he shook hands, “I am the American ‘SHALOM ALEICHEM.’” “ And I 
am the Yiddish ‘MARK TwWalIN,’” came the quick reply. As an impromptu 


the comparison was amusing enough, but in point of fact it had a deeper 
meaning than a mere aspiration for smartness. It meant that “ SHALOM 


ALEICHEM ” was one of those who, like ‘““ MARK TWAIN,” mirrored in writing | 


the soul of a nation, mirrored it by constant and sustained flashes of 
humour, and thus made it perceptible to all men, “SHALOM ALEICHEM”

Presented a picture of the Jewry of our own days—the Jewry of the 


Russian persecution and the American transition—which makes, in 
essence, a truer account of the Jews than anything written, or likely 
to be written, in the text-books, just as from “ MARK TWAIN” we learn 
of the American as in few other schools. But what a different picture 
had the two writers to present! In the works of “SHALOM 
ALEICHEM " we see the Jews of yesterday and to-day living their lives as 
best they know how. We realise the circumstances of their environment, 
We see: the influences which move them, and we get, in a word, to the 
very heart of the race. In this way “SHALOM ALEICHEM” was a 
historian; he was the interpreter of Jewish life, turning the eye of 
the Jew inwardly upon himself, so that he understood his own troubles and 
his own environment, his failings and his hopes. In a word, he revealed 
the Jew to himself. But he did so in a way which prevented in 
the Jew any trace of resentment. There was nothing of the sting of the 
whip about “SHALOM ALEICHEM’S” work. His irony was of the gentlest. 


He made the Jew laugh at his own foibles; he made him laugh at — 
For he himself realised the humour underlying, — 


his own misfortunes. 


despite all, what is, after all, a great tragi-comedy—the Jewish situation and 
our manner of meeting it. ‘* Whoever really learns to know Jewish life and 
the Jewish Diaspora,” he once said, ‘‘ must laugh and cry at the same time.” 
And so laughter and tears are cheek by jow!l in his works. Or rather the 


tragedy is tinged with humour, and the humour is “ dashed with tears.” 


But even in’ that. respect he was a true Jew, smiling at his own 
Schlemielkeit. The future of Yiddish may be a subject of speculation ; but 
if it should pass, with the Diaspora, from the lips of men, the work of the 
brilliant group of whom “SHALOM ALEICHEM” was one of the most 
brilliant will, at least, have set upon it the seal of literary immortality. 


THE Ecclesiastical Authorities have taken the only practicable line in 
connection with the Daylight Saving Bill, and have arranged that Sabbath 
should both begin and end an hour later. Next Friday, for the first time in 
the history of our community, the Sabbath therefore begins at 8 p.m. We 


have so long been accustomed to 7 o'clock as the furthest limit of lateness, 


that the new hour seems almost a violent break with the past. But it has 
some merit. Even the least observant and the most industrious of 
Jews should have knocked off work by eight, and thus what the Sabbath 
loses in its hold on the home—young children cannot be kept up late, 
for instance, on Friday evenings—it gains in the enforced respect of 
the hitherto less scrupulous members of the Community. At the same 
time, the Sabbath will, in the Summer time, terminate as late as at 
twenty past ten, and though this may~affect the Jewish shopkeeper and 
put an end, for many, to Saturday night—well—" social intercourse,’’—it 
practically makes the Sabbath a day and night observance. - On the second 
night of Pentecost we may even see the almost uncanny spectacle of the 
synagogue service beginning at ten minutes past ten in London and after 
eleven o'clock in Glasgow. 
matters of any real moment, and we have no doubt that Jews will soon 
settle down into the new conditions as comfortably as other members 
of the population. Since sunshine is a life-giver, they should welcome the 
innovation even more than most peoples, for what aggregation of men need 
more to catch its healing rays, and be comforted by them ?

The creed has yet to be invented, we imagine, that can survive 
among the masses of its adherents without such outward and material 
evidences. Human nature, human emotion—so long as they are what they 
are—cannot subsist on a bundle of abstract propositions.

You may be right, Sir, in your prognostications. Where it occur§ 
to me, you have gone hopelessly wrong, is in your measure of th® 
capacity of our coreligionists to meet such a threatening state of affairs 
as you have pictured. I can speak of only one synagogue, one congre- 
grégation, and that is my own, but I am sure it is an average one. I 
do not suppose it differs in any material respect from many another, at 
least in the Metropolis. Well, on Sunday there was not the remotest 
sign of anxiety or perturbation, no sort of hint that anyone was 
conscious of living in times that are critical for Jews or in moments 
that may be pregnant with great, decisive, and perchance perturbing 
events of first importance. To be sure the war was in evidence at 
more than one point, but I am referring to matters that are essentially 
and specifically Jewish. And, so far as those were concerned, everything | 

-went on as in normal years; in fact, business was quite as usual. 


There was a listless rally of a small percentage of the members: 
who smoked and chatted gaily while the voting proceeded, such 
members as came up to poll doing so with a quasi-apologetic air which 
one congregant I heard translate into words. ‘ You know, for my part, 
I don’t care who gets in and who gets out,” he said, “ only so and so 
wants to be elected, so I thought I woulddo him a turn—he’s a 
decent sort!’’

RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] | 
PETROGRAD. 

The Government has informed the Duma Committee that it is not inclined to 
consent to any amendment in the Bill providing for the removal of the disabilities 
of rural populations, which would bestow further rights also on the Jews. On 
the other hand, the Progressive b/oc disapproved of the insertion in the Bill of the 
ustial formula Krome Yevreyev (with the exception of the Jews). But, evidently 
feeling powerless to effect anything more substantial for the Jews, the Committee 
found a formula which enabled it to remove the disabilities from the non-Jewish 
rural population without mentioning the Jewish case at all. The net result of 
the “concession ” is, however, that the restrictions remain intact. 

The Russkoe Slovo has stated on high authority that the Government will 
shortly introduce a Bill abolishing the difficulties.in the way of the registration of 
Christian Joint Stock companies, but that the restrictions for Jews would remain 
intact. 


RUSSIAN CONFERENCE SYMPATHISES WITH JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD. 
Amidst prolonged cheers and great enthusiasm the Pirogoft. Medical Confer- 
ence, held in this city last week, adopted resolutions which have made a deep 
impression on the public, It had been brought to the notice of the Russian 
Medical authorities that Jewish doctors were held in suspicion, and that circulars 
prohibiting their despatch to the front with the municipal aid sections were sent 
to the duthorities. The Conference condemned the anti-Jewish libels as attempts 


to sow hatred against us at a time when the Jews showed their love for Russia» 


despite all restrictions, and self-sacrificingly were ready to assist the wounded 
and helpless. The Conference expressed the hope that the time was near when 
the Jews would receive their full rights, asked the Jewish doctors to accept its 
deepest sympathy, and called upon all Russian organisations to counteract the 
anti-Jewish libels. 

In another resolution, which followed an account of the immense sufferings 
of the Jewish refugees, the Conference expressed the desire for the removal of all 
special hardships (such as domicile restrictions) imposed upon the Jewish refugees. 
The transportation of the refugees was termed “an exodus from Egypt, but with- 
out manna.” Note was taken of the activity of the Jewish committees on behalf 
of the refugees (the Jewish Health Committee alone having dealt with 70,000 
ailing refugees), and many speakers repeatedly protested against attempts to 
accuse the entire Jewish people as traitors. 


MR. LOUIS BRANDEIS AND UNITED STATES 
JUDGESHIP, | 


The Sub-Committee of the Senate Committee on Judiciary, to which had 
peen referred President Wilson's nomination of Mr. Louis D. Brandeis as a 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, has reported ‘favourably by a 
strictly partisan vote of three to two, the former being votes of Democrats and 
the latter those of Republicans. It is considered that this decision will be adopted 
by the full Committee and that the Senate will probably be recommended to con- 
firm it. The opposition to the appointment has, however, been so strong that the 
result is uncertain. ; 


JEWISH CANDIDATES FOR QUEBEC PARLIAMENT. 


Four Jews are candidates at the elections for the Quebec Legislature which 
will be held next Monday. Mr. Peter Bercovitch, K.C. (Libera!) will contest the 
seat for St. Louis Division; Mr. Lyon Jacobs (Independent Liberal) for Laurier 
Division; and Messrs. Bernard Rose and Harry Bloomfield (Conservatives) for 
St. Lawrence. There is also a possibility of two other Jewish candidates in the 
persons of Mr. Lande and Mr. Marcus Sperber. 


RUSSIAN MINISTER OF WAR AND RABBIS.

PETROGRAD. 

General Shuvayeff, the Russian Minister of War, received a deputation which 
consisted of Rabbi Katzenelbogen, of this city, and MM. Markon and Treinin, 
who pleaded for the confirmation of the opinion of the Ministry of the Interior 
that spiritual Rabbis (like Crown Rabbis) should be exempted from military 
service. General Shuvayeff expressed himself as being in favour of the request 
of the deputation, and promised to discuss the subject with the Minister of the 
Interior.

‘THE DUMA AND THE JEws. 


The Jewish. World of Wednesday last, prints the following : — 

The Russkoye Slovo gives fuller particulars of the debate in the Duma 
on March 21st, initiated upon an interpellation concerning the status of Jews 
in Russia, as reported in our issue of April 12th. It will be recollected that 
in the course of the debate a violent attack on Jews was led by the 
reactionary leader, M. Zamislovsky, and was replied to by M. Shingarcy, the 
Deputy for Wilna. The debate appears to have led to more than one 
scene. According to the Russian paper M. Zamislovsky “ declared that the 
conduct of the Jews during the war was such that they did not deserve 
any favourable declaration on the part of the Duma, particularly. a: . time 
‘when the Jews are betraying us in the war.’” This statement. received 
with cheering by the reactionaries, was answered by loud cries, ‘| js , 
lie!’ by the Liberals; M. Chikhenkeli, one of the members, after protest. 
ing against M. Zamislovsky’s speech but to no avail, finally called hima 
hooligan for which, after being called to order by the Chairman, he was 
suspended for a day by a vote of 93 to 40. Thereupon the Labour deputies 
left the Duma as a protest both against the suspension of M. Chkhenkelj 
and the speech of M. Zamislovsky. The latter then proceeded with his 


| invective. 


The Russian people [he said] are beginning to realise the actual! causes of the 
misfortunes which they are experiencing. In Dvinsk the crowd attacked on the 
market places those who were called dirty Jews. The crowd knew wel! whatit 
was doing, and by this interpellation you are only demoralising the spirit of the 
army and rendering a disgraceful service to the Jewish community. 


It is interesting to note how the line of argument employed by this deputy 
was identical with that pursued throughout history in extenuation of outrage 
against Jews. “ The crowd” is first inflamed against Jews by beiny told 
they are the cause of all evil, and then are said to “ know well wit it is 
doing ” when it proceeds to give effect to the incitement.

THE EVELINA DE ROTHSCHILD SCHOOL. 


Interesting correspondence in regard to the Evelina de Rothschild School, 
Jerusalem, was read. Miss Landau, who is at present conducting a Refugees 
school in Alexandria, reported that the pupils of the Evelina School were suffering 
from privations owing to the closing of the school where they were usually fed. 
She had collected £200 towards the feeding of the children, and, at the request 
of the President of the Association, the Foreign Office had now granted permis- 
sion for the money to be remitted. | 

The Foreign Office had also given permission for the Association to accept an 
offer made by a friend of Miss Landau in Jerusalem to advance the sum necessary 
for financing the school subject to repayment after the war. This would allow 
the schoo! to be re-opened. Messrs. Rothschild would continue to be responsible 
for their proportion of the cost of maintenance. 

It was resolved to thank Miss Landaw’ for obtaining the generous offer by 
which the re-opening of the school was secured, and to ask her to convey the 
thanks of the Council to her generous friend. 


PALESTINE REFUGEES IN CYPRUS. 


Mr. LucteN WOLF said that he had been asked by the President to make a 
statement in reference to the appeal which had reached the Association on behalf 
of certain refugees from Palestine who had been removed to Cyprus by the 
British authorities. The Association had no funds available for relief, and the 
Jewish War Victims Fund could not be made available to deal with this particular 
case. One of the practical questions raised in the correspondence was the in- 
adequacy of the allowance made by the Cypriote authorities to the refugees, and 


Mr. Montefiore thought that they might be persuaded to increase the grant. | 


The question had been referred by the Foreign Office to the High Commissioner 
of the island. He drew attention to the anomaly of funds being available for 
the relief of persons in Palestine, which wasenemy territory, but could not be 
used for those who had left that country to avoid taking Ottoman citizenship. 
Dr. GASTER said that only a small proportion (15 per cent.) of the War 
Victims Fund was devoted to Palestine and that could not be diverted. He 
thought that, as these refugees were nearly all Russian Jews, the remainder of the 
Central Fund could properly be applied tothem, He mentioned that some of 
the refugees had now been transferred to Corsica. | 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


The SECRETARY read the report of the Executive Committee, of which the 
following is an abstract :— 

BRANCHES.—The Birmingham Branch notifies that rt has appointed Mr. M. Ahrons” 
berg, who resides in London, as its special representative to the Council. The Hon. 
Secretary of the Bombay Branch reports that the appeal of the President of the Asso- 
ciation for doubled or increased subscriptions in 4916 is being-well responded to. 

SCHOOLS.—Miss Landau has requested the assistance ot the Association in obtaining 
in London a lady teacher for the Refugees’ School at Alexandria, whose salary and 
board and lodging would be paid by the local Government. The Manchester branch 
has remitted the second instalment (£15) of the amount collected under its auspices 
towards the salary of the English teacher at the Bassorah school. The Executive Com- 
mittee recommend the Council to renew its own grant of £30, and tovote £100 tothe 
Bombay School for the second half of 1916.--The Cairo Communal Schools have asked 
for the renewal of the grant of £40, which is applied for the purposes of instruction. 
inthe English language. The Executive Committee recommend the Council to renew 
the grant of £40.—The Corfu Talmud Torah has applied for the renewal of the .grant 
of #20. The Executive Committee recommend the renewal.—The Salonika Schools 
of the Alliance Israélte have applied for the annual subvention of £175 and have 
accompanied the application by the report of the Rev. Peter Donaldson, M.A., the 
teacher of [english at the Boys’ School, who states, inter alia, that the appearance of a 
large British force in Salonika naturally gave a great stimulus to the study of English 
and that never has the junior class been so numerous § or enthusiastic. 
The Executive Committee recormnend the renewal of the grant. The: Chief 
Rabbi of Salonika, in applying for the renewal of the grant to the Communal 
Girls’ School, asks that the sum usually voted (£20) may be increased, 
. owing to an expected deficit of 3,275 francs. On this account the teaching of English 

has had to be discontinued. He has acquainted Lieut.-General Mahon and Rear- 
Admiral Stuart Nicholson 6f this fact and the cause of it, and these officers promised on 


their return to England to discuss the matter with the Association. The Executive 
Committee recommend the renewal of the grant. 


The recommendations of the Executive Committee were adopted. Twenty 
pounds was also voted to the Refugees’ School in Cyprus.

SPECIAL MEMOIR, 

The death of “Shalom Aleichem,” which occurred in New York at the age of 
sixty-one, will come as a shock to Jews in both hemispheres. It is no eXaggera- 
: tion to say that millions of Jews and Jewesses 

will be plunged into deep sorrow. for he 
was the most beloved of Yiddish writers 
Nor are his writings confined to readers 
of Yiddish, many of his works having bean 
rendered into almost évery European language. 
Cnly recently one of his novels—by no means 4 
characteristic one—translated by Miss lsermap 
was published in English. 

The loss to Yiddish literature is overwhelming, 
Within little overa year Yiddish has been deprived 
of two of its foremost masters ; first Peretz and 
now Shalom Rabinowitz. It is not too much to 
say that he carries with him to the crave the 
affection of the whole Jewish people, whom he 
had taught the art of laughter. 

“Shalom Aleichem "—of whom, alas! it 
must now be said “ Olav Hasholom "—was the 
apostle of Jewish humour, the prince of Jewish 
laughter. He turned the tragic anomalies of the 
Jewish position into comedies. He taught the 
Jews to laugh at the topsy-turviness of their 
situation, to see the comedy of their miserable | 
. state instead of weeping and whining at it. True, 
thereis very frequently more than one tear in his laughter, but it is instantly wiped 
away by the light touch of the master hand. | 

“Shalom Aleichem” has been compared alternately to Dickens, to the Russian 
Gogol, andto Mark Twain. But such comparisons are misleading. Undoubtedly 
But it is the uncommon juality 
“Shalom Aleichem ” was just himself, no 


He was unlike Dickens because he could not weave plots, and 


He was, 
however, above Dickens in his: humour, which is of a broader character, and his 
pathos, too, is of a superior, more delicate nature. To compare him wit! Mark 
Twain is to induce a fallacy. No Jew, and certainly no Russian Jew, could laugh 
so boistrously as Mark Twain did. It is, however, nearer the truth to compare 
“Shalom Aleichem” with Gogol. 

Like Nicholas Gogol, Shalom Rabinowitz was born in the Government of 
Poltava, Little Russia, and although his father was a chasstd, a disciple of the 
Talno Kabbi, he was also something of a mtaskil and was not averse from giving 
his son Shalom a liberal education. Later the old Rabinowitz removed with his 
family to Voronko, Kieff, a town immortalised later by the author as Aass)

At the age of twenty-one the son was appointed Crown Rabbi at Lubn:. |i was

Later he followed up his minor work with more serious 
efforts, and within a few years he produced a number of long sketches, several 
dramas, satirical stories, tales for children, and a long novel, which he described 
as ‘‘A Story Without Love.” This was followed by a collection of writings, "A 
Bundle of Flowers,” an exquisite adaptation of Turgenov's idyllic “!’oems 10 
Prose.” 

His steadily increasing popularity suddenly grew still further by the publica- 
tion from his pen of a booklet under the name of “‘ Shomer's Trial.” Shomer, or 
as his real name was, Sheikewitch, was the popular novelist of the day. He was 
the Yiddish Marie Corelli, only less able in workmanship, and still less soin imagt- 
nation and originality. He was theauthor of about one hundred novels purporting 
to be drawn from Jewish life, but in reality translations from the French and 
German of the worst kind. ‘Shalom Aleichem” smote him hip and thigh. The 
blow was effective. “Shomer,” who, if he did nothing else, created a market for 
Yiddish books, lost his hold on the public and subsequently emigrated to 
America, where he continued to write till. bis death, some ten years ago. 
Little did “‘Shalom Aleichem” dream that he, too, would breathe his last 
in America. He was then young, with a great name, and had just married a wealthy 
lady of Kiefi. For a time he devoted his energies to finance. He dea‘ heavily 
in stocks, without entirely neglecting his literary activity. He even spent 
enormous sums in publishing Yiddish magazines, critical journals, and booklets, 
and he paid what was regarded then as huge fees to the contributors. \\ ithin q 
few days, however, he lost hundreds of thousands of roubles “on 'Change,” and 
all subsequent attempts to regain a footing as a financier were of no avai! So he 
resigned himself to his position. ‘I lost all my money "—he is reported to have 
said very calmly, “but I gained experience.” | | 

And he might have added that he also gained literary and artistic power. 
For in his subsequent works he revealed his real genius. He had been abouta- 
great deal during his business career, he was brought into contact with all 
sorts and conditions of Jews whom he epitomised in such a Luftmensch as 
Menachem Mendel on the one hand, and such a solid common sense type #® 
Teviah (the Milkman) on the other hand, two of his most striking creations. 
To mention all his works was a task he himself was unable to perform. 
There were few writers, in any language, so prolific. His energy ie 
amazing. And in every line he wrote is visible, that individualised ro 
of his, that calm and detached manner, that lightness of touch, that poimte 
irony which bears no trace of bitterness, which is so soft, $0 bamse. 
and yet so effective. He does not, like his literary “grandfather, . Mendele | 
Mocher Seforim,” who is happily still with us, essay to speculate and still ope 
moralise, but he gives you a photograph of every kind of Jew, a physical as a 
as a mental photograph. There is hardly a type of Jew unknown : 
him; the’ doctor, the rabbi, the painter, the bootmaker, the milkman 
the emigrant, the lawyer, the agent, the chemist, the “"somene ot 
and the “nobody,” even the Jewish actor, a comparatively new type, pagina 
escaped him, as witness his “ Wandering Stars.” Jewish thieves have seit 
unable to conceal themselves from his microscopic eye. He has caught st 
finger prints, nay, even their unique slang. In that, as in many crs 
qualities, the influence of Gogol can be observed. That curious mixture of — 
and imagination, of a humour causing now shrieks of laughter, now melanc : 
smiles, common sense and fancifulness, which one finds in Gogol, is the aver evbet 
“Shalom Aleichem's” work. Gogol plunges us into the atmosphere of’ Soroc : “s 
Fair ” ; “Shalom” Aleichem takes us to Berditchev. But the comparison must on : 
pressed too far. Gogol was haunted by supernatural imps. “Shalom pense 
was free from any traces of this eerie; his name Shalom, perchance, pro hout 
him from such phantoms. A peaceful humour predominates throug 
his countless works which will live as long as Yiddish lives. And if by ¢ arb 0 
Yiddish should ever disappear, as some predict, it will live in the @ 
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Hebrew into which his complete works are being rendered. The work of “ Shalom 
Aleichem ” will live because the Jewish spirit pervadesevery line ; Jewish thoughts 
and the process of their thoughts, Jewish feeling, Jewish talk, Jewish outlook, 
Jewish optimism based on commonsense derived from pessimistic experience—in 
short Jewish life is faithfully epitomised in “Shalom Aleichem’s” writings. He 
started his career with the significant name “Shalom Aleichem "—perhaps a 
dangerous term in these days when pacificism is suspect—but the very choice of 
that Jewish greeting suggests his Jewishness. 

it is impossible to do even bare justice toso supreme an artist and so prolific a 
writer as Rabinowitz. His activities extend to over thirty years. He lived mostly 
at Kieff. In the year 1905-6 when Yiddish and Hebrew literature was paralysed 
hy the Russian revolution followed by pogroms, when, as he expressed it, they 
were “ granted constitution and pogromution in the same day,” when Kieff itself 
was visited by pogroms, “Shalom Aleichem” left Russia. He stayed in various 
countries, and spent a whole summer in London where he gave many readings, 
one of which was presided over by Mr. Zangwill. The man who brought peace 
of mind to millions of Jews is now in eternal peace. Peace be upon him. 


MR. JOSEPH VICTOR. | 
We regret to announce the death, on Friday night, of Mr. Joseph 
Victor, of 8, Arthur Street, New Oxford Street. Mr. Victor, who was fifty-five 
years of age, was an indefatigable communal worker, particularly in the interests 
of the Friendly Societies and the Talmud Torahs: He was also a member of the 
Board of the |Federation of Synagogues and of the Jewish Religious Education 
Hoard. In fact there was hardly a communal activity in which he did not take 
apart. The burial, on Monday, at Willesden Cemetery, was largely attended. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 
From Mr. B. A. FERSHT. | 
The death of Mr. Joseph Victor has left the community poorer in the ranks 
of its communal workers; but to the West Central District the loss is the greater. 
In Mr. Victor the district loses its most active worker and representative in the 


community. There are not many in the locality to-day who remember. his } 
coming, as the district became a Jewish colony within the last twenty or thirty 
years, and Mr, Victor was there before then. At that time there was but one 
small Chevra. It was in his lifetime that the Talmud Torah was founded in 


connection with that Chevra, and through him most of the other societies, 
friendly and benevolent, were set up ; but he did not confine his work to the West 
Central District. It extended to the East End of London where he was interested 
in several institutions. Even the Hospital Sunday Fund was a care to him, 
[le was the lay visitor to the Middlesex and Charing Cross Hospitals. 
The finest testimony to his services in this direction was his election as.an 
Honorary Life Governor of the Middlesex Hospital. His strong and fine 
personality, his noble ideals, his wonderful achievement in realising so many of 
them ts the more remarkable that from the age of seven he had no one to care 


forhim. At that age he had lost both his parents, and for the rest of his life had 
to think and work for himself. 


Thedeath of Joseph Victor will be mourned byalargecircle of acquaintances and 
friends; and by his passing away the community at large has lost an indefatigable 
worker. - There was hardly any communal activity in which he did not show 
interest and take an active part. Orthodox in his religious beliefs and practices, 
it is not surprising that the religious care of the young appealed to him strongly, 
aud he was one of the most ardent workers in the cause of the Talmud Torah in 
the West End and other religious bodies. But his innate ability and unfailing 
courtesy were best known to those who worked with him in various friendly 
societies in which he played so prominent a part. He was a Visitor at hospitals 
and many a time has the writer known him make a long journey, regardless of 
personal comfort, simply because he could do good. Others may enumerate and 


remember the synagogues, religious institutions, communal organisations, charities | 


and friendly societies that were cear to him, 


The community is the poorer by the loss of Joseph Victor. We are not rich 
in men of his stamp, men who sacrifice leisure and material interests in order to 
serve their fellow-men. There are philanthropists whose vision does not extend 
beyond the borders of their cheque-books; but there are philanthropists whose 
vision embraces the whole field of communal suffering and neglect, and who 
dedicate themselves to the noble task of spurring on those with whom they come 
into contact to a higher sense of their obligations to the community. Joseph 


Victor was one of the latter school, and his name will be honoured and cherished 
because of it.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE | 
WITH M. PAUL MILUKOV. 


NE of the Duma Deputies now in this country is Professor Milukov, 
the eminent leader of the Cadet (or Liberal) Party in the Russian 
Chamber. Professor Milukov has led many a hard-fought fight 
for Jewish freedom, and the JEWISH CHRONICLE has constantly 
described his efforts and their results. His practical experience 

as responsible leader of an important Parliamentary group also lends great 
weight to his utterances. A representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
therefore, seized the opportunity of his 
arrival here to ascertain his opinions con- 
cerning the prospects of Russian Jewry. 
His views, it will be seen, may be described 
as moderately optimistic. Actual facts are 
not exhilarating, and the chances of com- 
plete liberation can hardly be taken into 
serious consideration at this moment. But 
the general movement in Professor Milukov’s 
belief is towards liberty—the liberty of Jew 
and non-Jew alike. 
“You know the point of view of the 


he remarked. ‘I tried, during the forma- 
tion of the Bloc in September of last year, 
to make the members realise that the equali- 
sation of the rights of Jews was important, 
not only for the internal life of Russia, 
but in the interests of its international 
| relations, I succeeded so far that there 
was introduced into the programme of the Bloc proposals dealing 
with progressive changes in the present status of the Jews, viz., (1) Further 
steps to abolish the Pale; (2) extended liberties for Jews in the choice of a 
.profession; and (3) greater facilities for the education of Jews. These 
proposals were accepted by all six parties who compose the Bloc, although 
the Right groups had hitherto been opposed to relief measures for the Jews. 
It was a great step in advance, so far as principle goes, although I admit 
that from a principle to its application is a long distance.”’ 

The recent occasion, when an interpellation by the Jewish Deputy, 
M. Bomash, on the official anti-Jewish circulars was withdrawn owing to 
the apparent hostility of portions of the Bloc seemed to point to a decided 
weakentog of pro-Jewish sympathy on the part of that group. But 
M. Milukov,in a detailed description of what occurred, reduced the incident 
rather to a question of Parliamentary tactics than of actual principle. 
What happened, it appears, was that the Right, or Conservative elements, 
in the Bloc opposed the interpellation out of fear that the Government 
might defend the circulars as being in accordance with alleged military 
views, and they did not want to have to choose between these supposed 
views and.the Jewish population, The leader of the Centre Octobrists also 
opposed the interpellation. These two considerations intluenced M. Bomash 
in the action which he took, the Jewish deputies naturally not desiring to 
risk an adverse vote on a vital question. But what determined that action 
still more was the fact that the explanations which the Government had 
already given of their attitude was satisfactory. 

It may be asked why the Octobrist leader also opposed the interpella- 
tion, Butin this case the reason, according to M. Milukov, was that the 
politician in question did not regard as opportune the turbulent debate 
to which the interpellation would give rise. He subsequently expressed his 
great regret at what had happened and gave the formal assurance that he 
adhered firmly to the pro-Jewish portion of the Bloc programme.

What are the prospects of complete emancipation for the Russiat

“Complete emancipation is not practical politics to-day. Certain 
concessions in the matter of rights of residence and so forth, were 


made by Prince Tcherbatoff, when he was Minister of the Interior— 
largely as a result of the influence of the Bloc. Then came a reaction.

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


MAN’S WORK ON EARTH (II) 


“Man gocth forth to his work, and to his labour until the evening ."— 
Psalm civ., 24. 


We have spoken of man’s work on earth as co-operating with the 
Divine. But how often has this truth been lost sight of! God has been 
looked for in the world outside of and apart from man. But it is not man 
apart from God who is to build up and regenerate the earth, nor is it God 
apart from man, but man and God working together. When we turn 
and look at distant ages we see, it is true, Deity working alone; spheres 
of Divine activity with which man has nothing to do, in which he has no 
place, no existence. Acting alone, God made the world. ‘ Where wast 
thou,” Deity asks Job, “When I laid the foundations of the earth?” Man 
was not there; things were not ready for him; there was nothing that he 
could do. But-at length he appeared, and at once his work was assigned to 
him. In this vast order of things we often count ourselves of little worth 
and significance. But our littleness is only seeming. We can think the 
Creator’s thoughts, be conscious of His purpose. Let us not cherish any 
mean conceptionof what we can do. Nothing is so fatal to high endeavour, 
It is our disciplined faculties we must bring to Him if we are to be His 
fellow-workers. It is not to idle and empty minds but to fully exercised 
and informed minds that His inspiration comes. He needs us, and He needs 
us at our best. | | 

MAN’S CREATIVE POWER. 

It is a bold thought, but a true one. We are here to share the work of 
God in creating the world—called not only to subdue and control, but to 
create. “God made the heavens and the earth,” said the ancient seer. 


But when God made the world He did not finish it. We stand in the midst 
of an unending Genesis. We do right to expand the six days of the ancient 
story into the whole life of the world. Things have been made possible, 
but man has to make the possible into the actual. The immense changes 
which have taken place in the environment of man since Creation 
are due entirely to the co-operation of successive generations of | 
mankind with God. What we behold as we look back is God creating 
through man, improving and completing His world, making it more 
nabitable and home-like, less rude and barren, fairer and more fruit- 
ful. The one great teaching of modern knowledge is that not anything 
above a certain low level of excellence comes by natural law unaided by 
man; that all best things in the world of nature to-day are the result of his 
thought and toil.. True, man can do nothing without God; he can create 
no new force; neither sun nor soil, nor plant nor seed are of his making. 
All the material with which he works is furnished him by nature; but ‘what 
can he not do with that material, and what has he not done? He is 
slowly gathering up into his hand all the forces of nature and is using them 
at his will, Eight hundred years ago there was no such country as the 
Holland of to-day. God had made it possible, but men had to give it frame 
and form. Thus does man work with God, thus does God work along the lines 
of human life, thus is the ancient miracle of creation repeated—". The waters 
under the earth were gathered together and the dry land appeared.’ Man 
is not only a factor in evolution but an instrument. Not without him does 
nature evolve. He has his contribution to make toward the finishing and 
perfecting of the material universe. The material world testifies to the 
positive and intimate co-operation of God and man in bringing nature and 


‘all the products of nature toward perfection. 


MAN’S SHARE IN MAKING HIMSELF. 

In his own making and development man is called to work and to 
labour until the evening. Like the rest of God’s work, man was left 
unfinished that man himself might complete what God began. We have 
only to compare the man of to-day with primitive man to see how true this 
thought is. All creation moved by steady gradation up to man, and from 
age to age man has been moving upward, slowly finding himself, becoming 
more and more an intellectual and moral being, more and more a son of 
God able to know the truth, to discern and do the right, and to love and 
serve the Infinite God. Not alone and not out of nothing has he created 
language, literature, art, science, society, religion ; but with the help of God 
and out of capacities which were hidden in him from the beginning and 
which contained the promise and potency of his future development. Faith 
in man, in what he can do and achieve, does not exclude but include 
God as the ground of all power, the giver of all good, and the helper 
of all endeavour. Our knowledge is knowledge of His ways in 
those laws which to the religious mind are His will. -Our wisdom 
of experience is the discovery of the conditions of our best life —conditions 
which we should never have discovered had they not existed before and 
beyond us, and had not the world been so framed and ordered as to make 
them the best, the eternal laws of moral health and strength and peace. 
Judaism teaches us that we are to work out our own salvation, because for 
us to be working in the direction of God’s will is the order of our true 
development and.the consequent condition of our salvation. We can dao 
nothing for ourselves without God, but God can do-nothing without us, 
* Everything,” our 
sages teach, ‘is in the power of Heaven save the fear of Heaven.” To an 
extent practically unlimited we can make or mar ourselves. The differences 
between men are, generally speaking, self-made. Here, at least, we cannot 
afford to let things take their course, thinking they will somehow come out 
right. Left to themselves they will come out wrong. Real advance is only 
made when voluntary, purposeful efforts aid the uncorscious strivings of 
nature. Self-culture in the noblest and largest sense is a Divine obligation 
laid on each of us which we must strive to fulfil to the uttermost, nct 
merely or chiefly for our private pleasure or profit, but that we may be 
qualified to be fellow-workers of God in the establishment of His kingdom 
upon earth. It is not things which God gives us in answer to prayer, but 
wisdonr and strength to labour for the things which are according to His 
will; power which comes not to displace but to reinforce personal will and 
energy, to hold us at our best, and to achieve to-morrow something better 
than the best of to-day. To our work, then, and to our labour, until the

The Duma and Jewish Freedom. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE _ 
WITH M. PAUL MILUKOV. 


NE of the Duma Deputies now in this country is Professor Milukov, 
the eminent leader of the Cadet (or Liberal) Party in the Russian 
Chamber. Professor Milukov has led many a hard-fought fight 
for Jewish freedom, and the JEWISH CHRONICLE has constantly 
described his efforts and their results. His practical experience 

as responsible leader of an important Parliamentary group also lends great 

weight to his utterances. A representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
therefore, seized the opportunity of his 
arrival here to ascertain his opinions con- 
cerning the prospects of Russian Jewry. 

His views, it will be seen, may be described 

as moderately optimistic. Actual facts are 

not exhilarating, and the chances of com- 
plete liberation can hardly be taken into 
serious consideration at this moment. But 
the general movement in Professor Milukov’s 
belief is towards liberty—the liberty of Jew 
and non-Jew alike. | 

“You know the point of view of the 
progressive Bloc on the Jewish question,” 
he remarked. ‘‘I tried, during the forma- 
tion of the Bloc in September of last year, 
to make the members realise that the equali- 
sation of the rights of Jews was important, 


M. Paul Milukov. but in the interests of its international 
relations. I succeeded so far that there 
was introduced into the programme of the Bloc proposals dealing 
with progressive changes in the present status of the Jews, viz., (1) Further 
steps to abolish the Pale; (2) extended liberties for Jews in the choice of a 
profession; and (3) greater facilities for the education of Jews. These 
proposals were accepted by all six parties who compose the Bloc, although 
the Right groups had hitherto been opposed to relief measures for the Jews. 
It was a great step in advance, so far as principle goes, although I admit 
that from a principle to its application is a long distance.”’ 
The recent occasion, when an interpellation by the Jewish Deputy, 
M. Bomash, on the official anti-Jewish circulars was withdrawn owing to 
the apparent hostility of portions of the Bloc seemed to point to a decided 
weakentog of pro-Jewish’ sympathy on the part of that group. But 
M. Milukov, in a detailed description of what occurred, reduced the incident 
rather to a question of Parliamentary tactics than of actual principle. 
What happened, it appears, was that the Right, or Conservative elements, 
in the Bloc opposed the interpellation out of fear thatthe Government 
might defend the circulars as being in accordance with alleged military 
views, and they did not want to have to choose between these supposed 
views and the Jewish population. The leader of the Centre Octobrists also 
opposed the interpellation. These two considerations influenced M. Bomash 


in the action which he took, the Jewish deputies naturally not desiring to. 


risk an adverse vote on a vital question. But what determined that action 
still more was the fact that the explanations which the Government had 
already given of their attitude was satisfactory. 

It may be asked why the Octobrist leader also opposed the interpella- 
tion. But in this case the reason, according to M. Milukov, was that the 
politician in question did not regard as opportune the turbulent debate 
to which the interpellation would give rise. He subsequently expressed his 
great regret at what had happened and gave the formal assurance that he 
adhered firmly to the pro-Jewish portion of the Bloc programme. That 
assurance, sald Professor Milukov, was published broadcast. and was 
nowhere challenged.

THE DUMA AND JEWISH FREEDOM. 


(Continued from previous column.) 


NOT PRACTICAL POLITICS. 

What are the prospects of complete emancipation for the Kussian 
Jews? 
“Complete emancipation is not practical politics to-day.  ‘ertain 
concessions in the matter of rights of residence and so forth, were 
made by Prince Tcherbatoff, when he .was Minister of the Interior— 
largely as a result of the influence of the Bloc. Then came a reaction. 
But at the moment the more Liberal policy is coming more into {your 
again.” 

Those concessions have never really been carried out, have they ’ 

‘They began to be put into force. But they have since been ‘argely, 
though not altogether, nullified.”’ 

Nor have they been given Parliamentary sanction. Is there any chance 
of this ratification being carried out ? 

‘It is very difficult to carry through measures by the Duma's own 
initiative. It takes timeyand I am afraid there is no immediate prospect 
of a bill of the kind you mention going through. The Cadet Party did 
bring such a measure before the Bloc, but it has not even been accepted by 

“ HOPE.” 

How many Jews are fighting in the Russian ranks ? 

‘I do not know, at the moment, the exact figure. 
over 300,000." 

How have they behaved ? 

Like all other sections of the forces—some more bravely, some ess. 
Many, as has been reported, have exhibited great gallantry and have been 
rewarded for their conduct. I am sorry to say, however, that circulars 
have been, and are still being, sent by the higher circles to the Army com 
manders asking them to collect evidence against the Jewish soldiers, and 10 
that way, of course, ill-feeling is engendered, and discredit thrown upo? 

Turning once again to the broad aspects of the situation, Prof. 
Milukov pointed out that “the settlement of the Jewish question depended 
ultimately on the trend and direction of general politics. If that trend was 
favourable to progress it would be favourable to Jews; if it did not set 
the direction of progress the Jewish cause could not advance. a 

“ But the general trend,” he added, “is towards liberty; so there '® 
always hope for the Jews, too.” 

And there the famous Russian politician left the matter. He exp! essed 
the view, however, in reply to a final inquiry, that there would not be 4 ver 
large Jewish emigration from Russia, “ for,” he said, “ I expect an improve: 
ment in the Jewish situation,”

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the Jewish CHRONICLE.) 


MAN’S WORK ON EARTH (IL) 


“Man goeth forth to his work, and to his labour until the evening "— 
Psalm civ., 24. 


We have spoken of man’s work on earth as co-operating with the 
Divine. But how often has this truth been lost sight of! 
looked for in the world outside of and apart from man. But it is not man 
apart from God who is to build up and regenerate the earth, nor is it God 
apart from man, but man and God working together. When we turn 
and look at distant ages we see, it is true, Deity working alone; spheres 
of Divine activity with which man has nothing to do, in which he has no 
place, no existence. Acting alone, God made the world, ‘* Where wast 
thou,” Deity asks Job, ‘“ When I laid the foundations of the earth?” Man 
was not there; things were not ready for him; there was nothing that he 
could do. But at length he appeared, and at once his work was assigned to 
him. In this vast order of things we often count ourselves of little worth 
and significance. But our littleness is only seeming.’ We can think the 
Creator’s thoughts, be conscious of His purpose. Let us not cherish any 
mean conceptionof what we can do. Nothing is so fatal to high endeavour. 
It is our disciplined faculties we must bring to Him if we are to be His 
fellow-workers. It is not to idle and empty minds but to fully exercised 
and informed minds that His inspiration comes. He needs us, and He needs 
us at our best. 

MAN’S CREATIVE POWER. 

It is a bold thought, but a true one. We are here to share the work of 
God in creating the world—called not only to subdue and control, but to 
create. “God made the heavens and the earth,” said the ancient seer. 


But when God made the world He did not finish it. We stand in the midst 
of an unending Genesis. We do right to expand the six days of the ancient 
story into the whole life of the world. Things have been made possible, 
but man has to make the possible into the actual. The immense changes 
which have taken place in 
are due entirely to the co-operation of successive generations of 
mankind with God. What we behold as we look back is God creating 
through man, improving and completing His world, making it more 
nabitable and home-like, less rude and barren, fairer and more fruit- 
ful. The one great teaching of modern knowledge is that not anything 
above a certain low level of excellence comes by natural law unaided by 
man; that all best things in the world of nature to-day are the result of his 
thought and toil. True, man can do nothing without God; he. can create 
no new force; neither sun nor soil, nor plant nor seed are of his making. 
All the material with which he works is furnished him by nature; but, what 
‘can he not do with that material, and what has he not done? He is 
slowly gathering up into his hand all the forces of nature and is using them 
at his will. Eight hundred years ago there was no such country as the 
God had made it possible, but men had to give it frame 
and form. Thus does man work with God, thus does God work along the lines 
of human life, thus is the ancient miracle of creation repeated—' The waters 
under the earth were gathered together and the dry land appeared.’ Man 
is not only a factor in evolution but an instrument. Not without him does 
nature evolve. He has his contribution to make toward the finishing and 
perfecting of the material universe. The material world testifies to.the 
positive and intimate co-operation of God and man in bringing nature and 
all the products of nature toward perfection. 


MAN’S SHARE IN MAKING HIMSELF, | 
In his own making and development man is called to work and to 
labour until the evening. Like the rest of God’s work, man was left 
unfinished that man himself might complete what God began. .We have 


} only to compare the man of to-day with primitive man to see how true this 


thought is. All creation moved by steady gradation up to man, and from 
age to age man has been moving upward, slowly finding himself, becoming 
more and more an intellectual and moral being, more and more a son of 
God able to know the truth, to discern and do the right, and to love and 
serve the Infinite God. Not alone and not out of nothing has he created 
language, literature, art, science, society, religion; but with the help of God 
and out of capacities which were hidden in him, from the beginning and 
which contained the promise and potency of his future development. Faith 


in man, in what he can do and achieve, does not exclude but include 


God as the ground of all power, the giver of all good, and the helper 
of all endeavour. Our. knowledge is knowledge of His ways in 
those laws which to the religious mind are His will. Our wisdom 
of experience is the discovery of the conditions of our best life —conditions 
which we should never have discovered had they not existed before and 
beyond us, and had not the world been so framed and ordered as to make 
them the best, the eternal laws of moral health and strength and peace. 
Judaism teaches us that we are to work out our own salvation, because for 


-us to be working in the direction of God's will is the order of our true 


development and the consequent condition of our salvation. We can da 
nothing for ourselves without. God, but God can do-nothing without us, 
cannot bring us to ourselves without our co-operation. “ Everything,’ our 
sages teach, “is in the power of Heaven save the fear of Heaven.” To an 
extent practically unlimited we can make or mar ourselves. The differences 
between men are, generally speaking, self-made. Here, at least, we cannot 
afford to let things take their course, thinking they will somehow come out 
right. Left to themselves they will come out wrong. Real advance is only 
made when voluntary, purposeful efforts aid the uncorscious strivings of 
nature. Self-culture in the noblest and largest sense is a Divine obligation 
laid on each of us which we must strive to fulfil to the uttermost, net 
merely or chiefly for our private pleasure or profit, but that we may he 
qualified to be fellow-workers of God in the establishment of His kingdom 
upon earth. It is not things which God gives us in answer to prayer, but 
wisdom and strength to labour for the things which are according to His 
will; power which comes not to displace but to reinforce personal will and 
energy, to hold us at our best, and to achieve to-morrow something better 
than the best of to-day. To our work, then, and to our labour, until the

PosENER (the retiring representative at the Board of Deputies) 
submitted a brief report dealing with the many and varied activities of that body 
during the past year. He claimed that the Board had used its best efforts with 
regard to removing difficulties in the way of students being examined on other 
days than Sabbath and had assisted in the provision of kosher food for interned 
ae S. GILBERT pointed out that out of three hundred and forty-four 
members of the synagogue, only a minority, who could comfortably be accommo- 
dated in a couple of motor omnibuses, thought it worth while to attend and vote 
for their representative in the Jewish “ Parliament.” That he attributed partly to 


the methods of the leaders of the Board, and partly to the action of the rank and file 


who had resigned their souls and consciences into those leaders’ keeping. Jewry 
was to-day at the cross-roads, or rather, it was itself on the cross—and bleeding 
from every limb, That was not the time for an invertebrate “ Parliament,” with- 
out a voice or a mind of its own. . He asked the new candidate for a pledge that, 
if elected, he would not countenance the Board thwarting any offers that might 
be made to the Jews in Palestine. 7 


Mr. S. WALLACH sharply criticised the dilatory methods of the Board in| 


dealing with matters arising out of the war, and complained that its report 
took credit for work that was really done by others.. 

Mr. ALEXANDER RUBENS, the newly-elected Deputy, in seconding a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Posener (which was proposed by Mr. S. Wallach) stated that any 
criticisms made that morning were not made against their former deputy, who 
had worked zealously on behalf of the Congregation. Having referred to the 
narrow constitution of the Board and the paucity of its work, he said that he felt 
that very little confidence could be placed in the promises, made in the report of 
the Board, that they would deal in an efficient manner with the interests of Jews 
suffering {rom disabilities in the countries affected by the war. In response to a 
request that he should formulate a pledge, Mr. Rubens stated that, he would 
strive for a widening of representation at the Board, and for the general removal 
of Jew‘sh disabilities. With regard to Palestine, he expressed the view that the 
lsoard should co-operate in any movement, for the granting of autonomy to the 
Jews of Palestine, and he was anxious that they should take no steps that might 
prejudice any efforts, that were being made by other bodies, for a favourable 
settlement of the Jewish question. | 


PRESENTATION TO MR. ABRAHAM LEWIS. 


Prior to the annual meeting the congregation at Poet's Road met to do 
honour to Mr. Abraham Lewis, former Warden of the synagogue. Mr. MONTIE P. 
ARNOLD, Chairman of the Testimonial Committee, who presided, said that both in 
religious and financial matters Mr. Lewis had brought his business experience and 
tact to bear for the benefit of the congregation. The esteem in which he was 
held was not restricted to Dalston but was shown by the United Synagogue, on 
whose Committee Mr. Lewis did good work. During the eleven years in which 
Mr. Lewis had presided over the synagogue he had been materially assisted by 
Mrs. Lewis, who also had acted as President of the Ladies’ Society. The Chair- 
man called upon Mr. Isaac Goldston, the Hon. Secretary of the Committee, 
to read the address and unveil a portrait. | 

Before doing so, Mr. GOLDSTON tendered hearty congratulations to Mr. and 
Mrs. Lewis, and expressed his pleasure at having been privileged to be associated 
with the movement they were that day celebrating. | 

The address states in part :-— | | 

During the eleven years you held this important position, the responsibilities of the 


office have been made considerably harder by the various changes in the neighbourhood, | 


but your energy and devotion have kept pace with the extra labours entailed, so that the 
prosperity of the Synagogue has greatly increased during the period you occupied the 
Presidential Chair. Your fellow-workers in the Synagogue realise to the full 
how much they are indebted to you, and feel that it must be asource of gratification that, 
- through your personal efforts, our place of worship has been enabled to maintain its 

position both religiously and financially. The congregation further desires to record 
its keen appreciation of the services rendered by Mrs. Lewis on the Ladies’ Com- 
mittee, During -the time Mrs, Lewis was President, by her zealous work she greatly 
added to the beauty of the Synagogue and the comfort of the members. 

Mr. B. S. ELLIs, senior member of the Board of Management, said that, not- 
withstanding the many counter attractions, the synagogue had maintained its 
. position mainly through the business ability displayed by Mr. Lewis. 

The Rev. D. WASSERZUG, on behalf of himself and his colleague, associated 
himself with the tribute of respect to Mr. and Mrs. Lewis. It was often said 
that the duty of a Warden was to distribute Mitzvahs and look after the drains, 
but their late Warden had showed them in what other channels valuable service 
could be rendered by areal President.

Sir,—The thanks of the Jewish-thinkirig part of our community are due to 
your recent leading article and your lively ‘“‘ Mentor” for rousing us to our ful] 
sense of responsibility in the election of Representatives to the new Board of 
Deputies. The crisis that has arisen in the history of our people due to this 


great war would have found us absolutely unprepared to deal with vital Jewish 
questions ina thoroughly representative and democratic way, which has alwavs 
been the claim of the Constitution of the Board of Deputies. Hitherto. if there 
bas been any contest at all for the position of Representative to the Board the 
- question of principle bas been conspicuous by its absence. I am, however 

pleased to inform you that at the election of a Representative for the Stamford 
‘Hill New Synagogue last Sunday, the fight was a keen one between two candidates 
whose views on vital Jewish questions were well known and canvassed. The candi- 
date (Mr. Meller), who ata previous meeting, speaking on a Zionist resolution to be 
sent to the Board of Deputies, declared that “thank God Dr. Herzl had failed in 
obtaining Palestine for the Jews from the Turkish Government, for then we Jews 
in England would now be alien enemies,” was decisively defeated by the candidate 
(Mr. S. Newman) who stood for urging the territorial claims of Jewish nationality 
at the forthcoming Peace deliberations. If it is not too late to do so at other 
congregations, I do earnestly appeal to voters to make the election of a Repre- 
sentative to the Board of Deputies, as we did at Stamford Hill, a real one of 
principle and not of personality alone. The JEwisH CHRONICLE has done 


a great work in this connection and has earned for itself the everiasti

The Spanish Period of Jewish History. 


THE EXPULSION, 

The concluding lecture of the University Extension Course on “ The Spanis}; 
Period of Jewish History ” was delivered at Toynbee Hall on Tuesday by Dr. | 
Abelson. Sir LIONEL ABRAHAMS, K.C.B., presided. 

Dr. ABELSON said that the expulsion of the Jews from Spain, which too 
place in 1492, was the accumulated effect of causes which had been working the; 
way for many years previously, In the middle of the 15th century during the 
reigns of Henry IV. of Castille, and John II. of Aragon, the Jews were again in 
comparative tranquillity, but this happy state of things was not to be for long. A 
Franciscan monk, Alfonso de Spina, a bigot with venomous tongue, succeeded ny 
reviving many old calumnies against the Jews, with the result that a number of 
anti-Jewish edicts were issued. They were excluded from public offices, obliged 
to wear distinctive badges, their rights of residence were restricted, and they were 
confined to their houses dtring Holy Week. Marranos as well as profess.n. 
Jews became objects of popular scorn. The year 1480 saw the crystallisa. 
tion of these venomous outbursts. At the Cortes which sat in that year 
in Toledo and at a further sitting two years later special Jewries were 
established. Fut the year 1480 saw the rise of a far more potent tribunal! 
for dealing with the Jews. This was the Holy Inquisition which derive 
its wicked power from the support and encouragement of Ferdinand ani/ 
Isabella. Their marriage had been helped by Jewish agents, and Isabella 
extended her patronage to Jews though her main object was conversion. [)r. 
Abelson teferred to the career of Don Isaac Abarbanel, the leading Jew of tie 
period and Finance Minister at the Court of Ferdinand and Isabella. Hs 
advocacy, however, failed to avert the pending catastrophe, After the conc vest 
of Granada there appeared on the scene the notorious Inquisitor-Genera! 
Torquemada who combined with religious fanaticism greed of the wealth of ihe 
Jews which their expulsion might leave in the hands of the Inquisition. On 
March 3lst, 1492, there issued from the enchanted palace of the Alhambra a 
proclamation to the effect that all Jews, within four months, must quit the whole 
of the Spanish dominions. The legendary intervention of Abarbanel failed 
before the dramatic outburst of Torquemada and his. intimidation 
the monarchs, and the. fate of the Jews was irrevocably sealed. The 
majority of the exiles made their way to Portugal, but numbers 
voyaged to the north coast of Africa, to Italy, and to Turkey. Dr. Abelson 
differed from the generally accepted view that the expulsion of the Jews was the 
immediate cause of the decline of Spain. Asa matter of historic fact, the century 
succeeding that of the expulsion saw the zenith of Spain s national glory, and the 
reign of Philip II. was one triumphal progress from victory to victory, culm 
nating in the establishment of Spain as a formidable world-power, holding in its 
vrip Portugal, the Netherlands, and the East and West Indies. He dealt with 
the part played by the Jews in the enterprises of Colombus, and with the recen’ 
Opening of the doors of Spain again to the Jews. In conclusion, he reviewed the 
great achievements of the Spanish Jews, and he asked what had Europe done for 
the Jews who had done so much for Europe. 

Sir LIQNEL ABRAHAMS expressed the indebtedness of those who had attended 
the Course, to the University of London, the Jewish Historical Society, and th 
Union of Jewish Literary Societies, and, above ail, to Dr. Israel Abrahams, who. 
was already making plans for a further course next year. Pee ty

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THE REV. JOHN S. HARRIS AND THE 
LIVERPOOL OLD HEBREW CONGREGATION.

Sir,—I am sorry, but the Rev. J. S. Harris's letter, published in your last 
week's issue, forces me to ask you kindly to afford space for two clear facts. 

They are, firstly, that every letter as well as every minute officially connected 
with the whole unhappy affair was read in extenso at the meeting of the Free 
Members on April 30th ; and, secondly, that most emphatically Mr. Harris was 
never “ desired to re-state” anything; from first to last the only assurance he was 
asked to give was that he “would abstain from appearing before Recruiting 
Tribunals, and there or in any way publicly lay down the doctrine—utterly 


fallacious and most mischievous in the Committee's opinions—that Jewish 


teachings are opposed to the principle of taking up arms in defence or support of 
‘England in the present crisis.” | 

After refusing this for many weeks he, prefacing it, by consent, with: “In 
view of the misunderstanding of the position I have taken up I desire again to 
make clear that I do not intend to appear before the Military Tribunals on behalf 
of conscientious objectors feeling as I do that my appearance there would not be 
helpful to them, I therefore give my assurance that I will not appear, etc., etc.,” 
vave the required assurance verbatim et literatint. 


*,°In fairness to what Mr. Jackson in our view rightly terms “the whole unhappy 
aftair,” and all concerned in it, we deem it right to point out that in his letter 
he confuses two quite separate things—the request made to Mr. Harris that he 


would abstain from appearing beforeRecruiting Tribunals which was a compara-. 


tively subsidiary matter when set against the infinitely more important one as 
to his misrepresenting as a Jewish minister Jewish teaching in relation to war 
in general and the “taking up arms in defence or support of England in the 
present crisis.” Asto the latter Mr. Harris, in his letter which appeared 
last week, showed by chapter and verse that as early as March 3rd last; before 
his dismissal, he, to use his own words, “ repudiated in the strongest terms 
the extraordinary view as to Jewish doctrine formulated ” not by him but “by 
the Sub-Committee of the Congregation.” Mr. Jackson is therefore clearly 
mistaken if he supposes that Mr. Harris refused to give any assurance on this 
point. He did more; he utterly repudiated holding any such doctrine which 
he says he ‘“‘ never even heard till it was formulated by the Sub-Committee.” |

“Mentor,” went so far, last week, as to call the matter “ The Liverpool Scandal,” 
but the scandal, it appears, consists now of the fact that a handsome present was 
not given to Mr. Hartis at the hands of the Free Members. If there be any scandal 
attached to the matter, in the minds of many, the honour must remain with Mr. 
Harris of making: it. And I would like to ask “ Mentor,” “ Who threw the first 
stone?” A stone of great weight into a congregation, the flower of whose 
worshippers have long ago marched forth, some, alas! on a journey from which 
there is no return, to fight for Mr. Harris and “his dear ones” (for whom, be it 
remembered, he has said “that there were no lengths to which he would not go 


and that they will, with him”) and those others who are content to sit at home:

THE SICK ROOM HELPS SOCIETY. 


. TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF USEFUL WORK. 


A large gathering of ladies attended the annual meeting of the Jewish 
Maternity, District Nursing and Sick Room Helps Society, which has now com- 
pleted twenty-one years of beneficent activity. | 

_ _ The meeting was held on Tuesday at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Cohen, 71, Portland Place. Mrs. J. H. HERTZ presided, in the absence, through 
indisposition, of Mr. C, G. Montefiore. | 

Mrs. HERTZ said that outside the small circle of active workers the com- 
munity at large did not know how manifold the activities of that Society really 
were. It conducted a Jewish Maternity Home and a recognised Training School 
for Midwives, it maintained a staff of Sick Room Helps and District Nurses, main- 
tained a Mothers’ Welcome where mothers were cared for and advised before 
confinement, and also an Infant Welfare Centre. 


Society looked with pride upon the work which it had accomplished, work which 


} at no time was more necessary to the Empire than in this year of stress and trial. 


In many directions the Society had been a pioneer. 


an Mrs. MODEL, the Hon. Secretary, presented a report on the work of the 
iety. 


Started in January, 1895, it had becn a pioneer in Maternity. Welfare work. In that 
first year, twenty-seven mothers received the benefit of a Sick Room Help ata cost of 
£38. Last year, 2,987 cases received nursing attention in some form, either in the 
shelter of the Maternity Home, where 216 mothers were cared for, or in their own homes, 
where 896 sick persons were attended, and 1,085 maternity cases were nursed. Of 


days. The Mothers’ and Babies’ Welcome held eighty-six consultations, and there were 
thirty-one sewing meetings for expectant mothers and 1,157 individual babies were 
visited athome. Although the Society was spending nearly £5,000 a year, yet taking the 
work right through they spent only about 36s. per mother. During the twenty-one years 
30,937 mothers and 7,109 sick persons had been cared for. Their work had developed 
along progressive lines. The quickening of the public conscience as to hyg'enic and 
social conditions, the needs of the East End poor, the new teachings of science, and 
their sense of responsibility to the Jewish community had been their lights on the way. 
From the humble Sick Room Helps Society an organisation had grown up which linked 
up a Maternity Centre with a complete District Nursing Organisation, including Jubilee 


co-ordinated and co-operating in the scheme. The Maternity Homie was recognised asa 
training-school for midwives and candidates for the Queen's Roll were trained under the 
supervision of their Matron. A great honour had been conferred upon their Maternity 
Home and on the Jewish community by the visit of the Queen to the Home 
in Underwood Street. The available space at the Maternity Home had long been 
inadequate, even for the work of the Wards; but, for the duration of the war, no plans 
for extension in that direction could be considered. Arrangements had, however, been 
made for the baby consultations by renting two houses in Vallance Road, where these 
medical consultations were held twice weekly, and a sewing class for expectant mothers 
and health lecture on every Wednesday afternoon. Health visiting in connection with 
these consultations and with the Stepney Public Health Offices were an essential part of 
the work. They had established co-operation with Mrs. Arthur Franklin's Mothers’ 
Meeting Centre at Camperdown House. Their health visitors were undertaking quite a 
fair amount of visiting in the homes, but they were only touching on the fringe of such 
visiting. To carry their heaith message to the homes of the Jewish mothers in Stepney 
Each health visitor could be 
responsible for the careful visitation of 500 babies a year. Each health visitor meant a 
charge of £100 to the Society. This was one direction in which their aims were 
unsatisfied and in which their achievements depended upon their friends: 


Dr. MARY SCHARLIEB moved the adoption of the annual report. 


She gave some statistics concerning infantile mortality in this country, stating that 
of the 800,000 children born ‘in England and Wales every year, 100,000 failed to reach 
their first birthday. . She added that infantile mortality was far less in Jewish than in 
non-Jewish families. The Jewish mother apparently better understood how to care fot 
herinfant. She paid a tribute to the work of the Society, which was admirably 
organised. At the Maternity Home they had a jewel of a matron and excellent 


assistants. She urged that the Society should not be allowed to suffer on account of 
extra war Claims. | 


Mrs. H. B. IRVING, in an eloquent address, seconded the adoption of the 
report. | | 


She said that the Society was filling a tremendous want in the poor neighbourhoods: 
She urged them to spare their voluntary and official workers from financial anxiety 
She emphasised the important part which personality played in a Society like theirs. 


Mr. ARTHUR L. Lazarus, in moving the adoption of the balance-sheet, 
said : 


The Society had a heavy liability towards its provident members who, because of 
their weekly payments, had a right to demand definite service from them. At the present 
moment they were faced with a debt of £1,000, and their work in the Maternity Home 
involved a heavy annual deficit. It was three years since they went to the public, and 
an appeal for funds was now imperative, and they must collect at least £5,000, They 
had received a munificent gift of £500 from Sir Isidore and Lady Spielmann, in memory 
of their son, Capt. Haro'd Spielmann, 


Mrs. N: L. Conen, in seconding the adoption of the balance-sheet, drew 


~ 


attention to the fact that the provident. work of the Society had anticipated the 


National Insurance Act. 
On the motion of Dayan Lazarus, the Committee were re-elected, anda vote 


of thanks was passed to the speakers and to Mr. and Mrs. Cohen for their 


hospitality. 


Mrs. HERTZ, before concluding the proceedings, paid a tribute. to the warm 


interest taken in the work of the Society by Lady (Marcus) Samuel, the President.

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JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 
ESSEX ZIONIST SOCIETY. 


ADDRESS BY MR. JOSEPH: COWEN. 


A successful meeting was held on Sunday at the Forest Gate Public Hall, 
under the auspices of the Essex Zionist Society. Mr. CYZER presided. 

Mr. JosEPH CowEN, who was received at the entrance by a guard of honour 
of young Jews and Jewesses belonging to the local scouts organisations, delivered 


- anaddress. Our great teachers of the past, he said, taught us our duty to the | 


countries in which we reside, and those duties are loyally observed by us. Our 
obligations towards our own people are, however, too often forgotten. Our 
surroundings, too, compel us to neglect the Jewish laws, and make the observance 
of the Sabbath difficult for us. One of the deplorable phenomena in the countries 
where we enjoy freedom is the drifting away of our people from Judaism. It is 
our duty to preserve Judaism, which is not only great in itself, but served as the 
foundation to two other great religious movements, and stands for love and peace. 
It is a frequent occurrence now in Jewish families that the very religious man is 
succeeded by an Anglicised son on whom religion has a weak hold, and the 
grandson of the pious man already becomes pupil at a non-Jewish boarding 
school, and, not knowing of his Jewish origin, attends church on Sundays together 
with his Christian school friends. The hold religion used to have on people 
has been succeeded by national sentiment, and this was recognised by 
the Zionists. Some of our people regard the Jewish question as a 
tragedy, and they want to sever their connection with us. Zionists, 
bowever, do not want to cut themselves away from our great and glorious 
past. Zionists are proud of that past, but they want to establish a future for 
Jews. We have here no Jewish agricultural element, which proves how 
abnormal Jewish life is at present. That is because in some _ places 
Jews are not allowed to acquire land, and in others complete isolation from 
Jewish friends and Jewish life awaits them on settling on the land. In Palestine, 
however, we have a Jewish agricultural element, because our settlers there go 
with a view to remaining there, and have not the feeling of insecurity which pre- 
vails among Jews elsewhere. In Palestine Jewish people will not only spread 
Judaism, but “live Judaism.”} The orthodox people accused Zionists of not being 
‘sufficiently religious, but the orthodox people would do well to see more to the 
requirements for the existence of the Jewish people, and the latter will 
uphold Judaism. We must show our unanimity in our desire to obtain Palestine, 
and the Powers will not withhold it from us.

throwing light for British readers on the conditions prevailing in that country 


Israel Sieff, deal respectively with Hebrew education in Palestine and Jewish 
colonisation and enterprise. The building up of a system of national education 
for Jews in Palestine is one of the most interesting achievements of Jewish 
idealism during the last half-century. The problem was to provide an education 
which was thoroughly modern and up to date in scope and method, but at the 
same time national in spirit and atmosphere. Mr. Simon's pamphlet describes 
the successful efforts to make Hebrew once more an every-day medium of 
instruction and the current language of the younger generation. The Hebrew 
Secondary School at Jaffa, for instance, founded in 1907, numbered 700 students 
in 1914, and its leaving certificate has been accepted by a number of European 
universities as equivalent to that of a European secondary school. If the war 
had not come the project of a Jewish University at Jerusalem would by now in 
all probability be under way. It isa development which is bound to come, and 
in which, as in the whole future of Palestine, this country cannot fail to take an 
interest. |

The annual meeting was held om Sunday. Cotncilior J. Moser, J.P., the 


President, said that this being the tenth annual meeting it was fitting that they 


should take a retrospective review of the Hospital's history. 
HERZL-MOSER’ Founded in spite of a great deal of opposition, it could now be 
HOSPITAL, safely claimed that this opposition had disappeared and that all 
were convinced of the necessity of the institution. This was 
very gratifying, and a result of which the Board of Management could justly be 
proud. Whereas the majority of philanthropic institutions were experiencing 
great difficulty im making ends meet, their Executive had been able to show a 
surplus on the year in spite of greatly increased cost of upkeep, and the many 
growing demands upon the hospital; im fact, two beds had been added during the 
year. The total income for the past twelve months was /834, and of this amount 
the sum of £356, received inweekly and annual subscriptions, showed an increase 
of over £40 as compared with the previous twelve months. He greatly deplored 
the loss they had sustained by the death of Mr. Ephraimson, who was a generous 
supporter of the Hospital, and the founder of the Ephraimson Trust Fund of 
£500, which would ever remain a monument to his efforts to provide a hospital in 
keeping with the requirements of the Leeds community. The President expressed 
the Board’s deep appreciation of the valuable services rendered by the medical 
staff and the co-opted medical gentlemen—Drs. J. Friend, S. Samuel, and H. B. 
Sinson, who had given their services gratuitously. In moving the adoption of | 
the report, he expressed a hope that the community would extend its increased 
support to the claims of the Hospital. ; | 
- Mr. Victor LIGHTMAN, J.P., speaking in support of the reSolution, con- 
gratulated the Executive upon the splendid work they had achieved. He specially 


_ referred to the regret felt at the retirement of Mr. S. Wolfson from his position 


of Acting Chairman and Treasurer. The community would, however, be pleased 
to hear that Mr. Reuben Camrass had consented to accept the position of Chair- 
man, and that Mr. Lyla Goodman—who had rendered such splendid service as 
Honorary Secretary—had signified his consent to take over the position of 
Honorary Treasurer. The Rev. M. ABRAHAMS, B.A., in supporting the motion, 
paid a tribute of appreciation to the ardaous work of the Board of Management, 
and was particularly gratified to see that their esteemed President was still 
identifying himself actively in the work of the Institution so closely allied with his 
name. 

Mr. Lyra Goopman (in the unavoidable absence owing to ill-health of Dr. 
Umanski) presented the anntial medical report, which states in part :— 

During the past year, 138 patients were treated at the Hospital—57 men, 69 women, 
and 12 children. Three deaths only occurred during the year, which is a death-rate 
of about 2 per cent. The demand on the limited accommodation of the Hospital con- 
tinued to be very great, and practically every bed was occupied throughout the year, 
even after three beds were added. As in previous years, we have been able to relieve to 
a certain extent the local hospitals, by having transferred to ours some of their Jewish 
patients, whenever possible, and thus increase their. accommodation for new and more 
urgent cases. Owing to war conditions, we have, in common with other hospitals, 
experienced some difficulty in obtaining an adequate number of nurses, but we were 
fortunate in overcoming this obstacle very soon and have now a full staff of Jewish 
nurses. The present premises, as pointed out in my previous reports, are in many 
respects unsuitable for the work of the medical and nursing staffs, and mcre suitable 
premises are most urgently needed. 

Mr. S. WOLFSON, in presenting the annual balance-sheet, said that he deeply 
regretted relinquishing the position of Treasurer. He would always be glad tocon- 
linue toco-operate withthe Board. Mr. Joe Cohen and Mrs. Diamond having also 
spoken, the report and balance-sheet were unanimously adopted. Thanks having 
been accorded the retiring officers, the Board of Management, the Consulting 
Staff, Medical Staff, and the Medical Superintendent, Mr. Moser vacated the 
chair, and Mr. R. Camrass presided over the proceedings. He thanked them for 
their cordial welcome and unanimous invitation to his first communal office, and 
assured them that he would use his best endeavours to further the interests of the 
Hospital, The following were elected :—

THE LEEDS BETH DIN AND THE PROTEST. 


From Mr. EDWARD E. BURGESS, 9, Lovell Place, Leeds. {To THE 
EDITOR. | 


Sir,—I desire to reply here for the last time toa few of the observations made by 
Sinson and the Rev. Mr. Abrahams. 
Both agree that I am suffering froma too vivid imagination, though they each use 
different. words to convey that impression. Rabbi Sinson talks about my visit to his 
house, etc. Why did he forget to mention the significant fact that he paid an unsolicited 
visitto “ my" house, a course all the more unusual since he had never before paid me 
acompliment? Am I wrong ‘in suggesting to him that both at his own and my 
house he declared, inter alia, that if he signed the letter testifying that Mr. Abrahams 
was a qualified rabbi of the Beth Din, he would be adding his name to a document he 
knew to be untrue? Then, as is the custom of controversialists when seeking to hide 


. that which is relevant, he descends to abuse and says: “It also seems that the quarrels 


which Mr. Burgess imagines are taking place among the members of the Beth Din, who, 
as a matter of fact, have always lived in perfect harmony since its toundation, are as 
illusive as his self-appointment as the mouthpiece of the younger generation of Leeds. 

That 1 have represented myself as the mouthpiece of young Jewry is new to me. 
But as to the sanctified harmony of the Beth Din, though I could give volumes of 
instances falsifying such a boast, one, only of very recent date, will suffice to illustrate 
how ridiculous and, above all, how reliable these irresponsible statements appear. 

Your. own local correspondent in his report, which appeared in your issue of. 
Apri! 7th, says: ‘* In consequence of further developments, the Rev. Mr. Abrahams had 
tendered his resignation from the Beth Din, but matters have now been satistactorily 


adjusted... , . The situation that existed threatened seriously to break up the - 


harmony and unity which has prevailed so long. . . .’’ Surely the Rabbi will not 
insist after this that when I stated ‘‘ a storm was brewing in the Beth Din'' I was giving 
cep (oa deliberate invention. If he does then your own correspondent must similarly 
€ accused, 
-. But then Mr, Abrahams, though pretending to give a superficial review of the situa- 
tion, does not deny this. Neither does he dispute my assertion that the word.“ member” 
Was afterwards changed into the word “rabbi” in the disclaimer. Instead an indepen- 
dent correspondent confirmed my version. Having ingeniously omitted making any 
refercnce to these facts, Mr Abrahams triumphantly produces a copy of a letter in his 
Possession given to him by the rabbis, who confirm their testimony that he is a qualified 
Tfabbi of the Beth Din. 

_ Now Iam not going to ask why, if Mr, Abrahams was already a rabbi of the Beth 
Din, this unusual and further testimony should have been necessary. and only after (to 
quote your own correspondent) a situation that had threatened seriously to break up the 
harmony and unity of the Beth Din. Neither am I concerned about the fact that in two 
letters issued by the Beth Din and dated but a few days prior to the resignation of the 
secretary, Rabbis I. H. Daiches, H. Hurwitz, and N. Sinson, as was their wont in evéry 
other letter, affixed the word rabbi after their signature, while Mr. Abrahams was con- 
tent with the word “ minister,” 

But lest Mr. Abrahams may stil! persist that Iam romancing and that by virtue of 
the letter in his possession, dated April 3rd, and signed by the Rabbonim, the latter are 
hecessarily the only apostles of truth, I will for the moment give him the benefit of one 
o! different documents in my possession. He will please note the date.

A meeting of the Executive Committee “of the Council was held at Camperdown 
House on Wednesday week, Mr. 1..SOLOMONS presided. Consideration was given to the 
report of a Conference of Orders which had passed the following resolutions :— 

(1) That this Conference is of opinion that in the formation.of new lodges the number 
of founders between the ages of forty to forty-five shall not exceed five, and their 
minimum contribution shall not be less than Is. a week, whilst the rate of contribution 
and the age of entrance of ordinary members shall be graduated in accordance with 
the scale laid down in the constitution of the Order. (2) That this Conference is of 
opinion that Orders be recommended to refuse their sanction to the formation of 
-Lodges named after living persons. 

An agreement, which has the approval of the Chief Rabbi, has been arrived at 
between the Committee of Jewish Ministers and the Council for the provision of services 
during the ensuing High Holidays for members of Friendly Societies and others who 
are not members of synagogues. The Committee of Ministers has obtained the use 


of the Pavilion Theatre for this purpose, and the Council has undertaken to lend the 


machinery of the Friendly Societies for the purpose of popularising the scheme.
